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Candidates 
confronted 
by students

Battling apathy, the prom and video games — 
maybe not in that. order — Sue Goggin has a 
message for her civics students: get involved in 
government. 
~ And the nearly 100 Upland High School students 
who participated in the first city council candidates 
forum on Friday responded with asmessage of their 
own to the office seekers: We’re watching you. 

The Upland senior students submitted questions 
and quizzed the candidates on a range .of issues. 
Their responses to questions about paramedics, the 
Foothill Freeway, redevelopment and even Presi- 
dent Reagan’s ‘‘new federalism”’ will be evaluated 
in a “candidate report card” prepared by the 
students. 

Along with the report cards, the candidates will 
receive the results of an in-classroom vote based on 
who the students would vote for at this time during 
the campaign. 

Citing apathy as one of the factors in young 
people’s poor showing at the polls, Goggin says with 
her students it’s wearing away. 

There’s nothing that a little knowledge and 
exposure can’t cure: 

_ Goggin has been teaching civics at Upland High 
School for a dozen years, but her enthusiasm never 
runs dry. Especially during an election year. 

“TI love elections. I think they are fun to watch. 
I’m basically an observer of the human condition. 
I’m a people watcher,” said Goggin, who spoke 
candidly about her loves: teaching and politics. 

Her background includes a degree in history and. 
political science from the University of California, 
Riverside. 

American Government, officially called ‘‘Civics,”’ 
is a required course for graduating seniors and 
follows the state Department of Education’s guide- 
lines. 

The curriculum includes the basics: federalism, 
the Constitution, the Bill or Rights, but with 
Goggin’s personal touch — a strong emphasis on 
local government, she explained. : 

“I spend quite a bit of time on how the city of 
Upland is organized,” said Goggin. 

Students are taught about the independence of 
local government — that the school district has 
nothing to do with the city, she said, giving an 
example. 

After the forum, the students broke up into 
groups and toured the various city departments of 
finance, planning, police, fire, etc. They will be 
tested on the information gained from the tour and 
the answers to specific questions, such as: How is 
each department funded? Through fees or general 
revenues? 

Other practical assignments that make this 
course unlike the typical class are: reading the daily 
paper and clipping relevant articles; attending at 
least two city council meetings of their choice. 


Last semester, Goggin’s students could be found _ 


at the Upland City Council chambers during the 
_ discussion of a dance studio and even in neighboring 
Montclair, where two students participated in the 
hotly debated video games arcades issue.

Goggin, stressing the positive. 

She hopes to get the idea of government ‘‘of and 
by the people and not for the people’ across to her 
students. ‘“The whole idea brought out throughout 
the course is to try to show how a person can affect 
government.”’ . 

Although Goggin tries to keep her personal 
political leanings out of the classroom, she tickles 
her students with the idea of running for city council 
themseives. 

“If you have a well-organized group of people, 
there’s some possibility (of being elected), she 
said. Steve Gardner, 18, a former student, was set to 
run this year until he severely broke his leg and had 
to drop out. 

“I was hoping he could stick it out,’’ she 
admitted. 

Even without Gardner, Goggin still likes teaching 
the class during. elections: ‘It’s more fun.’” Her 
students are continuing to influence the candidates 
and maybe even the election. 

Goggin will pass out registration cards in her

Carpenter, who has visited the high school civics 
classes during that time, gives Goggin the credit for 
an “excellent program.” 


Student Rob Velto, 18, who is taking the class for 
the second time, labels Goggin as a ‘“‘tough teacher” 
who really ‘‘wants to help you learn.” 

“She’s a good teacher. She’s not a supreme being 
— we can all talk to her. We have good discussions 
in her class,’’ said Velto. 

If anything, the class exposes the students to 
their government and their closest elected officials. 
They come away with a clearer view — with the 
mystery stripped away. — 

“The people that are controlling them — that are 
making the decisions — are very ordinary people. 
They can be influenced by logic, by emotions or by 
numbers (a large group of people),’’ Goggin said.

An angry Clappier stormed out of the council

chambers before the mayor finished his explanation. 


The council members also expressed frustration 
with the situation. Frank Carpenter told Clappier 
the council wants to act immediately, but cannot. 


‘‘We appear like a bunch of stupid people with no 
heart whatsoever,’ Carpenter lamented. ‘“‘We want 
to help, but we can’t do a thing right now.” 


_ Petokas said. 


“We will listen, but we can’t respond at all,” 
“It’s a matter of our being legal 
representatives of the city.” 

The city will not admit liability for the sewer 
main blockage because another agency could be 
found liable, Maroney said. An inspection of the- 
main has revealed that work performed by a 
subcontractor for the Metropolitan Water District in 
1973 may have been ultimately responsible for the 
damage to the main, and therefore responsible for 
the damage to Clappier’s home. 

It is possible that this subcontractor to MWD put 
cement too near the city’s sewer main, Maroney 
explained, and over time that cement expanded, 
damaging the main. MWD has been alerted and is 
talking with the city’s insurance adjusters, he said. 

The home, at 18th Street and San Antonio 
Avenue, sustained major damage from the raw 
sewage on the floor, Clappier said. Carpets, furni- 
ture, floor tiles, baseboards and bedclothes had to be 
taken up and discarded. 

Clappier said contractors and a decorator esti- 
mate the damage at more than $28,000. Other 
expenses — doctor bills, cleaning bills, legal bills — 
have totalled more than $10,000. 

Clappier complained that he has been promised 
but not received timely responses by the council and 
city staff. He said much of his frustration stems 
from waiting for telephone calls promised by 
department directors who don’t call. 

“This whole thing is a complete disaster, includ- 


‘ing the action we’re getting from the city,” Clappier 


told the council. “I’m not the villain in this process, 
I’m the damn victim.” 

The mayor assured Clappier that city staff was 
working as quickly as possible. City Manager Lee

Travers said the city’s insurance committee decided 
to begin rehabilitation work on the house when it 
was apparent it could not make an immediate 
decision for or against payment on Feb. 19 — the 
date Clappier was supposed to get final word from 
the city on payment. 

The city decided to start the work, he said, 
because Clappier had taken no steps to repair his 
own house. “It was just sitting there, getting 
worse,” Travers told the council. He did not specify 
how much money the city has forwarded on the 
project thus far. He did say that the city will bill for 
repayment when the responsible party is found.

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Chaffey College survey aids community,

A Chaffey College class is presently 
conducting an opinion survey, serving 
the dual purpose of baptizing students 
into urban politics and accumulating 
information about two local communi- 
ties. 

About 750 residents of Rancho Cuca- 
monga and Upland will be polled by 
telephone in the next two weeks by 
Chaffey students, their telephone num- 
bers selected at random by a comput- 
er.

Opinion surveys generally conducted 
concurrently with elections actually try 
to find issues within the community 
rather than plumb public attitudes, 
according to Robinson, who has 
worked in survey research at Brigham 
Young University. 





Sunkist Growers begins 
plant expansion project

Sunkist Growers Inc. 
will begin construction 
soon on a $4.6 million 
expansion project at its 
Ontario fruit-processing 
facility at 616 E. Sunkist 
St. 

Dale Genung, products 
group operations manag- 
er, said engineering on 
the project will begin im- 
mediately and the target 
date for construction to 
begin is June 1. 

“We hope to have it 
completed by March 
1983,’’ he added. 

He said the expansion 
project will involve con- 
struction of a new build- 
ing providing about 8,300 
square feet of floor space 
immediately west of the 
existing fruit-processing 
building. 

The expansion project is 
one segment of a three- 
part restructuring pro- 
gram being carried out 
by the cooperative. 
Genung said it involves: 
— Construction of a new 
plant near Tipton in Tu- 
lare County. 

— Sale of a lemon-pro- 
cessiong plant and a 
waste-water treatment 
plant in Corona. 

— Modification of the 
Ontario plant so it can 
process lemons, in addi- 
tion to the oranges,

Portable kerosene heaters used inside homes can 
be deadly, said Los Angeles County Fire Chief Clyde 


attempting to make our homes more efficient by 
using weather stripping and insulation,” he added. 
“This reduces the amount of air that can enter a 
room when all the windows and doors are closed.” 

A state law makes it illegal to sell unvented gas 
or kerosene heaters for use in dwelling units. 

The chief said there is a potential fire danger if 


used. A spill could ignite the floor or nearby 
furniture. 

A major problem with unvented heaters burning 
petroleum fuel is that the gases are discharged 
directly into the room. Deadly carbon monoxide is a 
product of combustion. An improperly adjusted 
heater flame can produce enough gas to cause 
illness or even death.

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The curious and the fearful 
await planetary alignment

It’s probably the great- 
est non-event of the year. 

Yet, with all its ad- 
vanced billing, the so- 
called ‘“‘grand alignment”’ 
of the solar system’s nine 
planets and its alleged 
catastrophic results 
might as well be real. 


8 Doomsday predictions 
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about surging solar 
winds, alterations of the 
earth’s orbit and violent 
earthquakes along Cali- 
fornia’s tenuous faultlines 
are triggering a real 
sense of tension in some 
people. 

As the fateful (non-fate- 
ful?) date of March 10 
draws near, astronomers 
are getting more and 
more phone calls from 
the curious and the wor- 
ried. 

To help defuse some of 
the confusion, astrono- 
mers and planetariums 
have been mounting in- 
formation campaigns in 
recent weeks. 

Kitt Peak National Ob- 
servatory in Tucson, 
Ariz., is circulating pam- 
phlets explaining and de- 
bunking the mythical 
planetary lineup. 

And the Griffith Observ- 
atory in Los Angeles has 
produced a planetarium 
show on the subject. 

“Tt’s scheduled to run 
through March 10,” said 
John Mosley, project su- 
pervisor with the plane- 
tarium, ‘“‘unless of course 
there’s an earthquake — 
only kidding.” 

The source of all the 
excitement was a book 
published in 1974 called 
“The Jupiter Effect,”’ 
written by two British as- 
tronomers, John Gribben 
and Stephen Plagemann. 
The title came from the 
fact that of all the plan- 
ets, Jupiter has the great- 
est effect on the sun. 

According to the theory, 
all the solar system’s 
planets will be aligned on 
one side of the sun on 
March 10, for the first 
time in 179 years. The 
combined gravitational 
pull, the story went, 
would cause already 
strong solar winds to 
gust. The energy created 
by the event would 
change the earth’s spin 
and cause violent geologi- 
cal turmoil such as earth- 
quakes. 

The book, which sold 
more than 100,000 copies, 
sparked some religious 
groups to predict the end 
of the world. 

But astronomers at- 
tacked it — universally. 

‘“‘Nonsense, that’s a fine 
word for it,” said Dr. 
Robert Brucato, assistant 


director of the Palomar 
Mountain Observatory. 
‘“‘Tt’s not science.”’ 


Added Gary Mechler, an 
astronomer with the Kitt 
Peak National Observato- 
ry: ‘This is one subject 
that is pretty cut and dry. 
All scientists I have any 
dealings with say nothing 
will happen.” 

The theory is attacked 
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on several fronts. 

First of all, astronomers 
are quick to point out, the 
grand alignment is really 
a grand non-alignment, 
that really isn’t even that 
grand. Instead of being 
queued up in a straight 
line from the sun, as de- 
picted by the book’s cov- 
er, the planets will be 
grouped in slightly more 
than one quadrant of the 
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solar system, within 95 
degrees of one another. 


“It is clear that even the 
‘worst case’ planetary 
alignment would not have 
any noticeable effect on 
Mother Earth or its in- 
habitants,’ according to 
L. G. Thompson, asso- 
ciate professor of geogra- 
phy and computer 
science at West Point. 
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Computers may hold key
